Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Three excisions are required to remove sexual conduct of a highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning nature, under sections 3 (3) (a) (iii) and 3 (3) (c) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This conduct, which takes place during 
rear entry sexual intercourse and fellatio, strongly degrades, dehumanises and demeans the 
women concerned, as they are reduced, or reduce themselves, to objects for male sexual 
arousal. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Rogue Adventures #29 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature and other components largely made up of explicit depictions 
of sexual activity. Three excisions were required to remove highly degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning sexual conduct, which contribute to a presentation of the female 
participants as sexual objects to be used and dominated for the sexual gratification of a 
man and transsexual. On the basis of their own behaviour in response to the man and 
transexual, both women demean themselves quite strongly. 

With this material included, the scene as a whole encourages male viewers to gain sexual 
gratification from watching a spectacle that degrades, dehumanises and demeans the 
woman participant and women more generally. The availability of the DVD in this form is 
likely to be injurious to the public good regardless of the age or level of maturity of its 
viewers. Excisions were offered to reduce the likelihood of injury in order to make the 
DVD available to an adult audience. In this instance the distributor declined to make the 
required excisions to the DVD. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the freedom of expression. However, the decision is a reasonable and 
demonstrably justified limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of 
a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that deal with matters 
of sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
